With Oil Spill, a Tide of Wealth 


Records show region 
flourished because 
of BP compensation 


Washington 

The oil spill that was once expect- 
ed to bring economic ruin to the 
Gulf Coast appears to have deliv- 
ered something entirely different: 
a gusher of money. 

So many cashed in that they 
earned nicknames: “spillionaires” 
or “BP rich.” Others got compar- 
atively little. But bp’s attempt to 
make things right, spending more 
than $16 billion so far, created new 
divisions and even new wrongs. 

Some inequities arose from the 
chaos after the April 20 spill. But 
in at least one corner of Louisiana, 
the differences can be traced in part 
to local powerbrokers. 

To show how the money flowed, 
ProPublica interviewed people who 
worked on the spill and examined 
records for St. Bernard Parish, a 
community about five miles south- 
east of downtown New Orleans. 

“This parish raped BP,” said 
Wayne Landry, chairman of the

St. Bernard Parish Council, refer- 
ring to the conduct of its leader- 
ship. “I’m an elected official. I have 
guilt by association.” 

The economic benefits rip- 
pled through the region. In the 
six months after the spill, sales tax 
receipts, a key measure of economic 
activity, rose significantly in eight 
of the 24 most affected communi- 
ties from Louisiana to Florida. 

St. Bernard collected almost 


$210K

$26.8 million in sales and lodging 
tax receipts in the six months after 
the spill, almost twice as much as 
in the same period in 2009. 

In some ways, residents seemed 
to view bp’s culpability as a chance 
to recover from earlier blows. St. 
Bernard bore the brunt of Hurri- 
cane Katrina in 2005. The popula- 
tion dropped from about 67,000 in 
2000 to 36,000 in 2010, and the par- 
ish cut its budget by 11 percent. 

BP and the federal government 
set up a $20 billion fund to pay peo- 
ple who could prove spill damag- 
es. BP provided only limited infor-

Mom Drowns Self, Kids in N.Y. 


10-year-old escapes 
from minivan driven 
into Hudson River 

Newburgh, N.Y. 

A 10-year-old boy clambered out the 
window of a minivan and swam to 
shore after his mother drove into 
the frigid Hudson River, killing 
herself and her three other chil- 
dren, officials said. A relative had 
called police to report a domestic 
dispute shortly before. 

Lashaun Armstrong was the 
only survivor after his mother, 
25-year-old Lashanda Armstrong, 
plunged the van into the river late 
Tuesday. 

The boy’s great-aunt, Angela 
Gilliam, said that he was “doing 
good” Wednesday and “taking 
it all in.”

Armstrong were Landon Pierre, 
5, Lance Pierre, 2, and 11-month- 
old Lainaina Pierre, police said. 
Her husband and the father of the 
three dead children, Jean Pierre, 
was questioned. Police would not 
say whether the father had been 
charged with anything. 

Gilliam, Lashanda Armstrong’s 
aunt, says she spoke to her niece 


earlier Tuesday and she was “not 
too good.” Gilliam later called 
police about her niece’s well-being, 
and officials acknowledged that 
officers went to the apartment. 

By the time police got there, 
Armstrong had already taken the 
fatal plunge with her children. Div- 
ers searched for the minivan for 
about an hour before finding it sub- 
merged in 10 feet of water. 

Armstrong lived in an apart- 
ment in a gritty part of this hum- 
ble river city 60 miles north of 
New York City. Several neighbors 
on Wednesday recalled her as an 
attentive mother who balanced 
care of her children with an out- 
side job. They were shocked by 
the news. 

“She was a very good mom,” 
said Tina Claybourne, who lives 
nearby. “She took care of her kids. 
She always was with her kids.”

Student Dies in Yale Lab Accident 


New Haven, Conn. 

A Yale University student near- 
ing graduation was killed inside 
a school lab when her hair was 
pulled into a piece of machine- 
shop equipment, an official said 
Wednesday. 

Michele Dufault, a senior 
majoring in astronomy, died Tues- 
day night inside a chemistry lab 
machine shop “in what appears 
to have been a terrible accident 
involving a piece of equipment,” 
school officials said. 

In a Facebook profile picture, 
Dufault is shown with long brown 
hair. She died from accidental 


asphyxia by neck compression, 
according to the Connecticut med- 
ical examiner’s office. 

New Haven authorities received 
a 911 call about the accident at 
around 2:30 a.m., police said. 

The university told the U.S. 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration that Dufault was 
operating the machinery for a 
senior project when she was killed, 
according to OSHA officials. 

OSHA has opened an inspec- 
tion that will look into factors sur- 
rounding the accident and whether 
the lab complied with safety stan- 
dards, said Ted Fitzgerald, an agen- 
cy spokesman in Boston, (ap)

Ex-president, 2 sons 
to be investigated 
in critical juncture 

Cairo 

Ousted president Hosni Mubarak 
and his two sons were detained 
Wednesday for investigation of 
corruption, abuse of power and 
killings of protesters, bringing 
cheers of victory from activists 
who hoped it marked a turning 
point in Egypt’s turbulent transi- 
tion to democracy. 

The 82-year-old Mubarak was 
under detention in a hospital, a step 
prosecutors depicted as a precau- 
tion to monitor his health while 
under questioning. 

His sons Gamal — once seen as 
Mubarak’s successor — and Alaa 
— a wealthy businessman — were 
jailed in Cairo’s Torah prison, where 


a string of former top regime fig- 
ures — including Mubarak’s prime 
minister, ruling party chief and 
chief of staff — are already lan- 
guishing, facing similar corrup- 


tion investigations. 

The detention of the man who 
ruled Egypt unquestioned for 29 
years set a new landmark in the 
already unprecedented wave of

upheaval shaking the Middle East. 
It was arguably the first time an 
authoritarian leader in the Arab 
world has been brought to justice 
by his own people, given that Sadd- 
am Hussein was toppled and later 
captured by American troops. 

Corruption had been rife under 
Mubarak’s regime. In a country 
where 40 percent of the popula- 
tion lives on $2 a day or less, many 
resented the business tycoon-poli- 
ticians elevated to power by Gamal 
Mubarak and accused of looting 
the nation’s coffers to enrich them- 
selves.

Japan Schools to Reopen 



Determined to move

Ishinomaki, Japan 

The tsunami killed 74 of the 108 stu- 
dents at Okawa Elementary School 
and aU but one of the dozen teachers. 
The main building is ripped open, 
with trees jammed into second-floor 
classrooms, and the gym and play- 
ground have been reduced to mud- 
died concrete foundations. 

Classes start in a week. 

All along Japan’s battered north- 
eastern coast, schools have been 
heavily damaged or converted to 
shelters, and families are without 
jobs, permanent homes or cars. But 
the country is determined to move 
ahead with one of its rites of spring: 
the start of the school year in April, 
even as people grieve. 

Officials say establishing rou- 
tines is a crucial step in rebuild- 
ing communities and drawing res- 
idents out of crisis mode. The 34 
surviving students of Okawa Ele- 
mentary will begin classes on April 
21 in four rooms at a nearby school, 
staying together and treated as a

separate school of their own. 

“We don’t know yet if the school 
can be rebuilt, but we want to main- 
tain continuity for the students,” 
says Kato Shigemi, an education 


committee official in Ishinomaki. 

The damage to the school system 
is immense. In Fukushima, Miyagi, 
and Iwate prefectures, which bore 
the brunt of the damage from the 
March 11 disaster, more than 1,000 
students and teachers are dead or 
missing, out of an overall death toll 
that could top 25,000. 

Classrooms will be crowded. 
Nearly 200 schools require replace- 
ment or major renovations, and 
thousands more need repairs. But 
delays could set back the future 
of young survivors. Skipping or 
repeating a grade is rare, (ap)

Strikes by U.S. in

U.S. fighter jets have continued to 
strike inside Libya even after the 
United States turned the mission 
over to NATO last week.

Eleven U.S. fighter jets were 
assigned to NATO and kept con- 
ducting combat operations after 
the U.S. handed over control of the 
Libya mission to NATO on April 4, 
the Pentagon said. 

The revelation triggered ques- 
tions because U.S. military officials 
have said consistently that Ameri- 
can fighter jets would only conduct 
strikes in Libya if NATO makes a 
special request and it is approved.

Obama Calls Out GOP 


President mixes 
barbs with his 
blueprint to cut 
the national deficit 


Washington 

President Obama coupled a call 
for $4 trillion in long-term deficit 
reductions with a blistering 
attack on Republican plans on 
taxes, Medicare and Medicaid on 
Wednesday, laying down markers 
for a roiling debate in Congress and 
the 2012 presidential campaign 
to come. 

Obama said spending cuts 
and higher taxes alike must be 
part of any deficit-reduction plan, 
including an end to Bush- era tax 
cuts for the wealthy. He proposed 
an unspecified “debt fail-safe” that 
would go into effect if Congress 
failed to make sure the national 
debt would be falling by 2014 
relative to the overall economy. 

“We have to live within our 
means, reduce our deficit and 
get back on a path that will allow 
us to pay down our debt,” the 
president said in a speech at George 
Washington University. “And we 
have to do it in a way that protects 
the recovery, and protects the 
investments we need to grow, create 
jobs and win the future.” 

Obama’s decision to make 
higher taxes part of his preferred 
deficit solution drew strong 
criticism from Republicans. 

House Speaker John Boehner 
said the president had failed to 
match House Republicans, who he 
said have presented a “jobs budget 
that puts us on a path to paying 
down the debt and preserves 
Medicare and Medicaid.” With 
the administration asking 
Congress to raise the debt limit, 
he added, “the American people 
will not stand for that unless it is 
accompanied by serious action to 



THE BATTLE OVER THE BUDGET 

President Obama may be criticized after his speech Wednesday for not providing many specifics 
about his plan to cut the national deficit. What he will not be criticized for is being too soft on 
Republicans. The target of Obama’s speech was unmistakable, as the president used his pulpit to 
lay into the House Republican plan proposed by Budget Committee Chairman Paul Ryan, R-Wis. 
Here’s how the plans compare, (twp) 



MEDICAID 


Shooting to cut at least 
$100 billion in Medicaid costs, 
Obama wants to make the 
system more flexible, efficient 
and accountable without turning 
to a block granting program. 


Medicaid would face cuts 
exceeding $700 billion over 
the next decade, and the GOP 
plan would end the financing 
partnership between the 
federal government and the 
states, replacing it with block 
grants. 


SPENDING 

Obama calls for $4 trillion in 
deficit reduction over 12 years, 
backed by a “trigger" that begins 
making across-the-board cuts in 
discretionary spending and tax 
expenditures if debt in the U.S. 
isn’t hitting its goals by 2014. 

Ryan’s budget, titled “The Path 
to Prosperity," would spend 
about $40 trillion over the next 
decade — $6.2 trillion less than 
the budget President Obama 
proposed in February. 


TAX REFORM 


Obama’s plan raises $1 trillion by 
clearing certain expenditures 
from the tax code. It also 
assumes the expiration of the 
Bush tax cuts for income of 
more than $250,000. 


Ryan proposes to overhaul the 
tax code, lowering the top rate 
for individuals and corporations 
from 35 percent to 25 percent, 
while eliminating an array of 
loopholes and deductions that 
his budget does not identify. 


MEDICARE 

While vague on details, Obama 
sets a goal of cutting Medicare’s 
spending on prescription drugs 
and lower drug premiums 
without shifting the cost to 
senior citizens relying on 

Medicaid. Obama’s prediction 
is a savings of $200 billion over 

10 years. 

Starting in 2022, Ryan would 
end Medicare as an open-ended 
entitlement for new retirees 
and begin slowly raising the 
age of eligibility from 65 to 67. 
Instead of getting government- 
paid benefits, new retirees 
could choose a private policy on 
a newly established Medicare 
exchange. 




MILITARY SPENDING 


The president’s plan sets a 
mandate of holding the growth 
in security below inflation, 
saving $400 billion by 2023. 


Ryan’s plan does not cut 
military spending at all, 
something President Obama 
said is a necessity. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


Obama repeated his previous 
assertion that Social Security 
does not drive the nation’s 
fiscal problems. But he said 
he would support efforts to 
strengthen Social Security over 
the long haul if these did not 
involve slashing benefits. 


Ryan’s budget blueprint would 
not touch Social Security, the 
single-largest federal program, 
which provides income support 
to nearly 60 million seniors, 
disabled people and others.

The president spoke less 
than a week after he reached a 
compromise with Boehner on

Both houses of Congress are 
expected to pass the measure as early 
as Thursday, closing the books on the 
current budget year and clearing the 
way for a more defining debate about 
the size and shape of the government.

Metro Police Sweep Md. Stations 


Funding Fiasco

Safety 

The Metro Transit Police, along 
with the county and munici- 
pal police departments in Prince 
George’s County, conducted what 
Metro calls “a major, high-visibility 
crime prevention and anti-terror- 
ism event” at 15 stations during the 
afternoon rush Wednesday. 

The show of force involved 
more than 100 officers from the 
various departments for a heavy 
police presence in the stations 


and on trains in the county from 
4 to 7 p.m. 

In a statement, the transit 
authority said the purposes of the 
sweep were to look for suspicious 
activity and raise public awareness 
about the need to be alert about 
suspicious behavior. 

Officers also distributed crime 
prevention information at the sta- 
tions, providing tips to riders on 
how to protect themselves and their 
property while traveling through 
the Metro system, according to the 
transit authority. 

Among the safety tips for riders: 
Remain aware of your surround- 
ings at all times, report unusual 
activity or unattended items to the 


transit police at 202-962-2121, and 
use the emergency call boxes on 
the station platforms and aboard 
the rail cars. 

Metro also said that tran- 
sit police plan to conduct similar 
events with other local law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

Some of the rail stations with 
the highest crime rates are in 
Prince George’s County. 


Transit police reported the 
three stations that experienced the 
most serious crimes in 2010 were 
New Carrollton, Branch Avenue 
and Greenbelt. Most of the crimes 
involved property — autos and 
bikes — rather than people.

Local Homeless Rate Up 


Number of displaced 
in region has risen 
9.5 percent since ’07 

Washington 

The number of homeless families in 
the Washington region rose near- 
ly 10 percent during the econom- 
ic downturn, according to data 
released Wednesday as part of the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments’ annual survey of 
the homeless. 

One snowy night in January, sur- 
veyors went out to parks, campsites, 
shelters and winter hypothermia 
rooms for their annual “point-in- 
time” survey, finding 11,988 home- 


less people, up from 11,774 last year. 
Nearly a third were children and 
5,315 were in families, an increase 
from 4,995 last year. 

The number of homeless fam- 
ilies in the Washington area has 
risen 9.5 percent since 2007, the 
survey showed. Local officials said 
that increase was a measure of how 
stressed low-income residents have 
become in the recession, as thou- 
sands have lost their jobs or their 
homes to foreclosure. 

“The poor economic conditions, 
coupled with the lack of affordable 
housing in the region, is driving 
more families into homelessness,” 
said Michael Ferrell, executive direc- 
tor of the District’s Coalition for the 
Homeless. 


Lissette Bishins, executive direc- 
tor of the Carpenter’s Shelter in Alex- 
andria, said that the shelter — which 
has 11 rooms for families — has been 
full since November. 

“I’ve got every single bed full, 
and we’re seeing more and more 
families,” Bishins said. “The econ- 
omy is coming back, but we don’t 
see it in our population.” 

Alexandria was one of four 
jurisdictions where homelessness 
increased last year — by 16 per- 
cent. The increase was 38 per- 
cent in Prince William County, 
2 percent in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty and 6 percent in Montgomery 
County. The numbers held steady 
in Fairfax County and the District.

Caps coach silenced 
critics by finding a 
new way to succeed 

The Capitals 

This hockey season in Washington 
began much like the previous one. 
The Capitals won 18 of their first 
26 games, beating opponents most 
nights with a high-octane offense 
that had become the team’s signa- 
ture under coach Bruce Boudreau. 
But during a 17-day stretch before 
Christmas, that all changed. 

Goals became scarce. The power 
play evaporated. Losses mounted. 
This was all new to Boudreau; in 18 
previous seasons as a coach, he had 
never lost more than four in a row. 

“What I would do, a lot — and I 
just thought I was getting old — I 
would get into my car and drive and 
miss all the turns I was supposed to 
make,” Boudreau said. “Or I would 
stop and think, 'Did I just go through 
a red light? Or was it green?’ 

“I was just thinking. My mind 
was somewhere else.” 


Though Capitals owner Ted 
Leonsis scoffs at the notion, scru- 
tiny over Boudreau’s job security 
increased. Such speculation, and 
the losing that inspired it, seem dis- 
tant memories for Boudreau and 
the Capitals, who opened the play- 
offs as the Eastern Conference’s top 
seed for the second-straight season 
Wednesday. But the transforma- 
tion that has taken place over the 
months in between serves as testi- 
mony to how much Boudreau lives 
the game, and how much this Cap- 
itals team needs him. 

“Hockey is our whole life,” said 
Boudreau’s wife. Crystal. “We all 
live and breathe for the Caps. If it’s 
bad at work, it’s bad at home.” 


'Someone to Talk To’ 

During the winless streak, which 
reached eight games, the Bou- 
dreaus discussed each defeat on 
the ride home from Verizon Center. 
“You got to have someone to talk 
to,” Bruce Boudreau said. 

But after games, he often sat 
on a couch, staring blankly at the 
television screen. The normally 
chatty coach kept his thoughts 
to himself, despite his wife’s best 
efforts to get him to open up. The 
silence was occasionally broken by 
a ringing telephone. 

“Him and his coaches would get 
on the phone,” Crystal Boudreau said. 
“But I don’t think they would actu- 
ally talk to each another. One would

throw out a sentence, then they would 
both sit on the phone for 10 minutes 
thinking about it. Then it was, 'Nah, 
that ain’t gonna work.’” 

Bruce Boudreau said a 7-0 loss 
to the Rangers on Dec. 12 served as 
both “the low point in my life” and 
“our 'holy smokes’ moment.” The 
next morning, he and General Man- 
ager George McPhee discussed the 
need to overhaul the team’s style of 
play into a more defensive system. 
What could have seemed the final act 
of a lame-duck coach instead became 
the turning point of the season.

If, as expected, he returns to a 
reserve role this weekend, D.C. Unit- 
ed defender Ethan White won’t pout.

POP-UP BOOK AUTHOR AND ARTIST 



DAVID CARTER, 54, of Auburn, 
Calif., is the go-to guy for all things 
pop-up. He’s authored dozens of 
pop-up books for kids, but his intri- 
cate paper creations are impressive 
enough for such big-name adult 
fans as Coldplay’s Chris Martin 
to appreciate, too. 

Ahead of his first-ever presen- 
tation at the Smithsonian’s Nation- 
al Museum of American History 
Saturday, Carter spoke to Express 
about what inspires his work. 


Are pop-up books the original 
interactive books? 

“Interactive” is just a big word 
for the word “play.” People play; 
kids play. Children learn from 
playing, and that’s what makes a 
good book. 

How much experimentation goes 
into creating the pop-up designs? 

I’ll start off with an idea in my head 
for something that I think might 
work, and once I sit down with 
paper, sometimes it will work like 
I imagined; sometimes it won’t. 

There’s also a lot of knowledge 
about what the paper can or can’t 
do. That’s the science part. I have 
to know that a piece of paper that 
is 5 inches long will act one way, 
and if that same piece of paper 


is 10 inches long, the proper- 
ties change. So that’s getting to 
know the material and the medi- 
um, and that’s all through exper- 
imentation. 

There’s a lot of creativity that 
goes on, too. And a lot of acci- 
dents that happen — those happy 
accidents are things you weren’t 


expecting. A piece of paper goes 
left instead of right and you say, 
“Oh, that’s neat. Let’s see where 
that goes!” 

The 3-D spheres and towers in 
your 2005 book “One Red Dot” 
[pictured above] were also meant 
to appeal to older readers. Do you

think there’s a place for adult pop- 
up books or adult picture books in 
general? 

I honestly believe there should be 
picture books for adults. There’s 
so much work being published 
now through children’s publish- 
ers, but a lot of it is really adult- 
oriented. There are beautiful illus- 
trated books out there, and I put 
them in front of my children and 
they couldn’t care less. I’m wait- 
ing for someone to say, “We have 
a new imprint! It’s picture books 
for adults!” roxana hadadi

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Finding Laughter in Despair 


Five short Beckett 
pieces take the stage 
at the Kennedy Center 


Stage 

Samuel Beckett’s most famous 
play, “Waiting for Godot,” is a mas- 
terpiece of observation about the 
human condition. In it, two men 
wait together for a third, who never 
appears. It’s absurd, minimalist 
and sad, much like all of Beck- 
ett’s work, which often focuses on 
the basic despair of human exis- 
tence. (We’re really selling this, 
aren’t we?) 

This weekend, the Kennedy 



“Act Without Words M” is about guys in sacks avoiding getting poked with sticks. 


Center will host a slate of perfor- 
mances of “Fragments,” a collection 
of five short Beckett pieces directed 
by Peter Brook and Marie Helene 
Estienne — but they have an inter- 
pretation that differs from the typi- 
cal “life is mostly boring, occasion- 
ally terrible, and then ends.” 

“We wanted to show something 
new,” Estienne says. “There are 
some theories about Beckett that 
are wrong. Beckett was not sad, 
not at all.” 

“Beckett is a portrait of human- 
ity, of the human being. Sad and 
joyful at the same time,” she says. 
“It’s why we’ve chosen these plays. 
They have a lot of humor.” 

She and Brook selected the four 


little-known plays and one poem 
from across Beckett’s career, rep- 
resenting his Kafka- esque abili- 
ty to take the common tiny trag- 
edies and day-to-day boredom of 
our lives, and tease humor out of 
them. It’s a kind of funny Amer- 
icans aren’t typically good at — 
escapism is more our style — but 
Beckett writes so skillfully that 
we laugh right through the hol- 
low feeling inside. 

“Beckett always has a sense 
of humor,” Estienne says. “It can 
be wise and terrible, but the joy is 
always there in the middle. It’s a 
mixture of sickness and beauty. 
And we’re all like that, aren’t we?”

A Richmond museum 
hosts an exhibition of 
Picassos that rivals 
collections in Paris

It was 11 p.m. on a Friday when 
Alex Nyerges’ phone rang. It was 
unusual for the director of the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts 
to get such a late call, but John 
Buchanan, director of the Fine 
Arts Museums of San Francisco, 
had a proposition that couldn’t 
wait. 

“Picasso: Masterpieces from 
the Musee National Picasso, 
Paris” — a groundbreaking col- 
lection of 176 paintings, sculp- 
tures, photographs and sketches 
by Pablo Picasso from the artist’s 
personal collection — was set to 
begin a seven-city world tour. It 
would start in Helsinki and end 
in Sydney. Many of the works had 
never before been in the United 
States. Did Richmond, Va., want 
to be on the tour? 

For Nyerges and the VMFA, 
it was a museum director’s fan- 
tasy: The chance to host a mas- 
sive exhibition showcasing the 
works of one of the most influen- 
tial artists of the 20th century, 
arguably one of the greatest art- 
ists of all time. 

It was an adrenaline rush, 
dampened only slightly by the 
arduous logistics of putting on 
such a show. 

“Normally, for an exhibi- 
tion this size, you need three or 
four years of planning,” Nyerges 
explains. “We had only 10 months 
to prepare. Bringing it to Rich- 
mond was somewhere between 
audacious and insane. Probably 
closer to insane.” 

How would the museum, which 
was still undergoing a 1655000- 
square-foot expansion in 2010, be 
ready to house so many master- 
works? Could it handle the trans-

port and security for such high- 
profile art? 

The price tag didn’t seem so 
bad at first; then they discov- 
ered it was in Euros. The muse- 
um had to raise $5 million fast, 
relying on generous donors and 
a staff that went into fundrais- 
ing overdrive. 

But, Nyerges recalls, the VMFA 
had to have it. The museum 
already boasts 22,000 works of art 
spanning 5,000 years of history 
and houses the largest permanent 
collection of Faberge works outside 
of Russia. This show, however — 
a gorgeously paced look at Pica- 
sso’s masterful talent and life — 
is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
for the institution and for patrons 
in Richmond and the entire great- 
er Washington area. 

The show, which opened Feb. 19, 
2 will remain on view through May 
§ 15 . Then the comprehensive collec- 
I tion will make its way to San Fran- 
I cisco — a city Washington should 
I thank for that late-night phone call.

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A Cruel Story of Youth 


In a new book, author 
Ben DoLnick helps a 
character much Like 
himself come of age

“Write what you know,” goes the 
old saying. Ben Dolnick certainly 
does just that: His well-received 
debut novel, 2007’s “Zoology,” was 
inspired by his job at the Central 
Park Zoo. His newest, “You Know 
Who You Are,” is a coming- of-age 
story about a young man who 
attends private school in the D.C. 
area in the 1990s — much like the 
author did. 

That doesn’t mean Dolnick pens 
veiled autobiographies, however. 
In “You Know Who You Are,” 
the book’s main character has 
several life-altering experiences 
Dolnick never had, such as getting 
his teenage girlfriend pregnant 
and witnessing his mother die 
of cancer. 

Dolnick spoke to Express about

his new book and also revealed 
that he’s more assured than 
his somewhat-insecure literary 
creation. 

How much influence did your D.C. 
upbringing have on the book? 

Quite a lot. I grew up in Chevy 
Chase and went to Georgetown 
Day School starting in middle 
school. What I find in both of 
my books is that I really like set- 
tings that I can navigate in my 
mind. When I write about going 
for a walk in an alley or a school 
hallway, there’s almost always a 
real-life corollary in the physi- 
cal world. 

Growing up, were you anything like 
your book’s main character, Jacob 
Vine? 

I’m certainly something like him, 
although a lot of the things that 
are formative to him — such as 
having his mom die and having 
his girlfriend get pregnant — that 
stuff is all made up. My mom is 
alive and well.

How do you decide when to shift 
into fiction — for instance, bring- 
ing Jacob’s mother’s illness into 
the story? 

One of the weird things about 
growing up is that your world 
gets remade every couple of 
years; the things you’re worried 
about at 15 are almost completely 
unforeseeable when you’re 12. I 
didn’t want to write a book that was 
just detached episodes, so I needed 
something large enough to spread 
through a person’s entire first 20 
years.

Sharon Van Etten 
starts work on a bold 
new follow-up disc 


After tours with Swedish folkie 
Junip last fall and Ohio indie dar- 
ling the National this winter, sing- 
er/songwriter Sharon Van Etten is 
hard at work on her third album, a 
follow-up to last year’s outstand- 
ing “Epic.” 

When setting out to write new 
songs. Van Etten says, she starts 
with the vocals. “Melodies usu- 
ally come first,” she explains. 
“Then, I try to come up with the 
most simple guitar part so there’s 
more room to expand.” Though 


her albums feature a full band, 
she doesn’t bring in other musi- 
cians until after a song’s melody 
is set in her mind. 

“That’s all I really know how 
to do,” she confesses. Her work- 
ing schedule is similarly organic. 
“I write when I feel like playing, 
but songs don’t always come,” she 
says. “And I am really bad with 
scheduling writing time.” 

Van Etten is recording her 
upcoming disc with Aaron Dess- 
ner, guitarist for the National, 
who had covered Van Etten’s song 
“Love More” with his band. 

Van Etten says that working 
with Dessner is having an unusual 
effect on the direction of her typ- 
ically straightforward songs. “He 
pushed me to a more experimen-

tal side of things,” she says. “He’s 
helping me look at my songs from 
a different perspective. I still write 
from a confessional and healing 
place, but now it’s being inter- 
preted through a less predictable 
window.” 

The new album isn’t slated for 
release before early next year, but 
fans can bank on hearing a sneak 
peek on this tour. Van Etten says 
she likes to play new songs live as 
she’s “working through new parts, 
old parts and potential parts.” 

“Getting the vibe of a song 
can take months or years,” she 
explains. Catherine lewis

On 2010’s “Causers of This ” Chaz 
Bundick — the 24-year-old brain- 
child behind indie upstart Toro Y 
Moi — found himself at the forefront 
of the so-called chillwave movement, 
a lo-fi recording style that embrac- 
es spacey synths and 1980s nostal- 
gia. But on “Underneath the Pine,” 
released 13 months after “Caus- 
ers,” Bundick pulled a 180, embrac- 
ing disco, soul and stone-cold funk 
with an organic touch.

Records. But the recording pro- 
cess and instrumentation used on 
each varied greatly. 

“When I did ‘Causers,’ I was 
constantly moving around, liter- 
ally moving from house to house,” 
Bundick says. Working on a lap- 
top with a portable setup meant 
keeping it simple: The South Car- 
olina native stuck mostly to using 
MIDI keyboards, drum loops and 
samples. But for “Underneath 
the Pine,” written between tours, 
Bundick was able to settle into

something close to a 9-to-5 work- 
day. “I would work on it at a cer- 
tain time and then stop at a cer- 
tain time, because I promised my 
friends and family and my girl- 
friend I would hang out while I’m 
home from tour,” he says. 

The album is based largely 
on live and organic instrumenta- 
tion. Bundick says it helped that he 
could “always be in the same envi- 
ronment and actually have room 


to spread out, to be more tangible 
with the recording.” The results are 
clear in the funky, vampish “New 
Beat” and the disco-indebted “Still 
Sound.” Both tracks feature lush 
instrumentation and deliver a dis- 
tinct pop sensibility. 

Bundick has a full band on tour 
now and seems to be settling into 
a comfortable groove live with the 
“Pine” songs. 

“I think I’m gonna try to explore 


or expand on what I was doing with 
‘Underneath the Pine’” for the next 
album, Bundick says. “That’s how 
I really started recording, with 
that approach, and sampling and 
electronics came along second.”

Avian acts take to the skies 
in high-flying adventures 

In the entirely passable family film 
“Rio,” opening today, a blue maeaw 
named Blue learns valuable lessons 
about flying and samba as metaphors 
for life. While Blue (voiced by Jesse 
Eisenberg) is nebbishly adorable, we’re 
afraid he won’t even crack the top five in 
beaked stars of the silver screen. Birds 
have a long, storied tradition on film, 
which we now celebrate. 



BEST CAMEO: Big Bird in “The Muppet Movie." As Fozzie and 
Kermit are traveling to California, they pass Big Bird, who's hitch- 
hiking on the highway. When they stop, he cheerily informs them 
that he’s heading the other direction — to New York, to “break into 
public television!" He’s just a bird with a suitcase and a dream of 
imparting federally subsidized education to preschoolers across 
the country. It’s a nice meta nod to the Universe of Muppets. 

BEST APPEARANCE BY A BIRD THAT’S NOT 
ACTUALLY A BIRD: The Maltese Falcon in “The Maltese 
Falcon." The 1941 film, based on Dashiell Hammett's novel, is 
largely considered the first film noir and is inarguably one of the 
best pictures that ever walked down a rain-soaked sidewalk while 
a saxophone wailed in the distance. But the titular statue isn't 
actually that important: You’ve got Humphrey Bogart smoldering 
over Mary Aster and bonking people over the head (sometimes 
simultaneously), and there’s also Peter Lorre and so many double 
crosses you’ll get whiplash. 

BEST GROUP PERFORMANCE: The birds in “The Birds." Not 
only is it one of Hitchcock’s most basic films, plot-wise (There are 
birds. They want you dead. The end.), but this is the film most like- 
ly to stay with you. Because you probably won’t get mixed up in a 
cross-country chase, helped along by Cary Grant, but you will have 
to pass birds while walking to work. And while driving in your car.

Since the early 18th century, Neapolitan pizzaiolos 
(pizza chefs) have been making pies the exact same way. 
They use just four ingredients for the crust — flour, water, 
sea salt and yeast — which must be handled delicately so 
that it remains light and chewy after it’s baked in a wood- 
fired oven. The restaurateurs who continue this tradition 
today strive to achieve a coveted DOC (Denominazione 
d’ Origine Controllata) certification, which means that 
the ingredients, procedures and equipment all meet rig- 
orous standards — of the eateries showcased here, only 
Pupatella has earned this certification. The classic Nea- 
politan pizza contains simple toppings — tomato sauce, 
basil, buffalo mozzarella and olive oil — but imaginative 
chefs gussy up their creations. “It’s a simple concept: good 
ingredients on top of bread,” says Pizzeria Orso’s execu- 
tive chef, Chris Nye. “It’s really approachable, no matter 
what you grew up eating.” nevin martell 



Tagolio Pizzeria and 
Enoteca 

Tagolio owner Gil Fornaris grew up near the Italian bor- 
der in Nice, France, where one in every three restau- 
rants was a pizzeria. He began his career as an appren- 
tice pizzaiolo to a local chef, Guisseppe Tagolio, who 
would go on to inspire the name for Fornaris’ Arlington 
eatery. Fornaris has a simple philosophy: “It’s only 
going to be excellent if you have great dough, a good 
oven, quality ingredients and some creativity."

New Spot 

Pound the Hill was supposed to be 
the sister location of the already 
popular Pound coffee shop in 
NoMa. However, shortly after 
the Pennsylvania Avenue outpost 
opened in early March, the origi- 
nal store closed due to the fluctuat- 
ing patronage of the clientele. “The 
previous location was in a feder- 
al-only office park,” says co-own- 
er Karl Johnson, “There was zero 
foot traffic after 4 p.m. on weekdays 
and practically none on weekends.” 
Near Eastern Market, the newly 
minted cafe is now in a “heavily 
residential, varied neighborhood,” 
Johnson says, “which allows Pound 
to be a destination.” 

The Vision: This java joint has 
an international sensibility. Photo- 
graphs from Karl Johnson’s globe- 
trotting adorn the brick walls that 
lead to a cozy library-style back- 
room, which features bookshelves 
stocked with travel guides. In addi- 
tion, all of the coffee brewed here 
comes from Kickapoo, a boutique 
fair trade roaster that sources its 
beans from Colombia, Ethiopia, 
Sumatra and beyond. 

Eats: The menu features two 
dishes that change weekly. The first 
is a Thai or India curry, while the 
second is a revolving special. This 
week’s offerings are a chili-spiked 
panang chicken curry ($9.09) and 
Latin-styled pork carnitas sliders 
served with a spicy slaw and black

bean hummus ($9.09). Also, three 
sandwiches ($7.25) are always 
available, including the Poundino 
panini — pesto chicken, Parmesan, 
provolone, mozzarella and roasted 
red peppers — a curried chicken 
wrap and a portobello mushroom 
wrap embellished with caramelized 
onions, sauteed spinach, feta cheese 
and balsamic vinaigrette. 

Drinks: if you want a sugar rush 
with your caffeine kick, order a 
Nutella latte ($3.60). This signa- 
ture beverage is made with a liq- 
uefied version of the sweet spread, 
and unites chocolate, hazelnut 
and espresso to create an addic- 
tive triple play for your taste buds.

Sarah mocks her immature detec- 
tive partner by telling him: “You're 
dressed like Justin Bieber and eat 
pork rinds for dinner."

Book Review 

Tina Fey is a regular gal with over- 
grown eyebrows and a new book 
called “Bossypants” that reminds 
us once again how she just hap- 
pens to be smarter and funnier 
than anyone else around. 

“Maybe you bought this book

A new approach suits

Album Review 

The dirty little secret about exper- 
imental rockers TV on the Radio is 
that the group is not all that exper- 
imental and rarely rocks. On “Nine 
Types of Light,” the Brooklyn- 
bred quintet seem to finally come 
to terms with this. The claustro- 
phobia that dominated previous 
albums has eased on this fourth 
effort. The band opens up sonical- 
ly and emotionally. In the TV on 
the Radio universe, “Nine Types 
of Light” passes for lighthearted, 
even fun, and it suits it well. 

If there were ever a criticism to 
be leveled at the band, it would be 
its fondness for songs that could be 
overwrought and over-thought. On 
“Light,” thinking is out and feel- 
ing is in. Singer Tunde Adebimpe 
is perpetually glowing, and his 
voice finally takes the center stage 


it deserves. For all of the band’s art-

“You’re 
the only one I ever loved,” he coos 
on “You,” a seductive almost-slow- 
jam that is the band’s first foray 
into make-out music.
